Upland City Council 7 p.m. Monday will hear public hearings on: 

—Zone change from highway commercial to single-family residential 
with a minimum lot size of 7,500 square feet for 965 N. Second Ave. 

—Zone change from multiple-family residential to light manufacturing 
for the third lot north of Eighth Street on the West side of Third Avenue. 

—Prezone change from low-density residential to single-family residen- 
tial with a minimum lot size of 10,000 square feet for 19.7 acres in unincor- 
porated area southeast of Wilson Avenue and the extension of 19th Street. 
Prezone changes take effect when the area is annexed by Upland. 

—Conditional use permit to establish a veterinary hospital in a proposed 
highway commercial zone at the northwest corner of Central Avenue and 
Huntington Drive. 

—A conditional use permit for a planned residential development of 120 
units on 21.2 acres at the northwest corner of Mountain Avenue and 17th 
Street in a multiple-family residential zone with a minimum lot size of 3,600 
square feet. 

—A conditional use permit for a restaurant in the proposed Mountain 
Plaza Shopping Center at the northwest corner of Mountain Avenue and 16th 
Street.

zone change

Upland City Council has opposed a 
zone change that would allow an 
asphalt batch plant near Benson 
Avenue and 20th Street in 
unincorporated territory. 

The San Bernardino County Board 
of Supervisors were expected to 
consider the zone change and 
establishment of the asphalt batch 
plant this afternoon. 

Upland Planning Commission has 
recommended opposition to the zone 
change because it would allow 
heavy industrial uses adjacent to 
“rapidly developing residential 
properties.” 

The commission noted ‘‘truck 
traffic, noise from the operation, 
dust and asphalt odors...would 
conflict with a good residential 
environment.” 

City Manager Lee Travers 
commented the proposed asphalt 
plant would force Upland to change 
its general plan for the adjacent 
high-quality residential area to a 
‘less desirable” use. 

Councilwoman Ina Petokas said 
the council should take a strong 
stand to protect the city’s plans and 
area residents. 

The area proposed for the asphalt 
batch plant is designated for flood 
control in Upland’s general plan. In 
the past Councilwoman Petokas has 
commented on the importance to 
retaining that use and not putting 
structures in an area where flooding 
is expected. 

It the asphalt plant is not 
approved, the asphalt company has 
said it will quarry rock on the site 
and transport the rock to an existing 
asphalt plant in Montclair. That use 
would cause truck traffic, noise and 
dust, but not asphalt odors. 

In other action last week the 
council 

- Approved the downgrading of 
Padua Avenue between Foothill and 
Claremont boulevards from a major 
street to a local or collector street. 
That portion of Padua Avenue has 
beén superseded by Claremont 
Boulevard, according to City 
Manager Lee Travers 

— Approved an agreement with 


Southern Pacific Railroad to install 


an automatic crossing gate so it 
does not interfere with traffic on 
Grove Avenue between San 
Bernardino Road and Arrow 
Highway. An initial high cost will be 
reimbursed by other agencies. 





Upland’s eventual cost of $5,000- 
$6,000 will be paid from gas tax 
money. 

— Supported “in principle” a 
House of Representatives bill that 
would insure bureaucratic rules are 
consistent with the legislation they 
are intended to implement. 

At last week’s meeting the council 
approved the first reading for three 
zone changes which will become 
effective after second reading 
Monday nights and two prezone 
changes which became effective 
when the area is annexed: 

— Zone change from agricultural 
to single-family residential with a 
minimum lot size of 15,000 square 
feet for 10 acres at the northeast 
corner of 18th Street and San 
Antonio Avenue. 

— Zone change from agricultural 
to single-family residential with a 
minimum lot size of 20,000 square 
feet for 10 acres northwest of 19th 
Street and Euclid Avenue. 

— Zone change from agricultural 
to highway commercial for a lot at 
the northwest corner of Central 
Avenue and Huntington Drive. 

— Prezone change from light 
manufacturing to special use for 2.5 
acres northwest of 17th Street and 
Benson Avenue. The parcel is the 
site of a new city reservoir. 

— Prezone change from low- 
density residential to single-family 
residential with a minimum lot size 
of 7,500 square feet for 18.53 acres 
northeast of 16th Street and Benson 
Avenue. Mayor Abner Haldeman 
abstained noting cities are facing 
problems in annexing territory 
without adequate studies showing 
the effects of annexation. 

In a previous meeting the council 
had approved an expenditure of 
$6,500 to recarpet the stairway. 
landing and children’s section of 
Upland Public Library.

Consumer problems, crime prevention, energy use

‘Merry Christmas and Happy 
New Year” is the common greeting 
during the holiday season. 

The county Department of 
Consumer Affairs, the Upland 
Police Department and the Southern 
California Edison Co. have issued 
tips to help residents celebrate that 
Merry Christmas and Happy New 
Year 

Uplander Robert W. Farr, deputy 
head of the county Department of 
Consumer Affairs, said the most 
important tip for consumers is to 
use care in shopping. 

He advised consumers to shop 
around before buying major items 
to avoid ‘‘shoppers’ remorse’ when 
the same item is found cheaper at 
another store. 

Customers should check the 
product’s warranty to know what 
the warranty covers and whether 
there is a local service center if the 
item will have to be mailed to the 
East Coast, Farr said. 

Consumers should know a store’s 
refund policy before purchasing 
Christmas gifts which may need to 
be returned or exchanged, Farr siad 
and noted that some stores will 
exchange items but will not give 
money refunds. 

He said people who are buying on 
credit should be sure they can afford 
the item. 

Mail ordering can be a special 
problem because consumers are 
buying from pictures that do not 
clearly show the quality of the item, 
Farr said. 

In addition, many things ordered 
in late November or December will 
not arrive in time for the holidays. 
Farr recommended all shoppers 
become familiar with consumer 
hints outlined on page 359 of the 
telephone directory. 

Burglary and theft can be big 
problems during the holidays, 
according to Upland Police Chief 
John A. Wessely. 

Christmas gifts are a ‘‘prime 
target’’ both at home and left in a 
car, he said. Residents should lock 
doors and windows and leave a light 
burning when leaving home for any 
period of time. 

While shopping, people should 
leave their cars locked in a lighted 


area and should put packages in the 
trunk rather than in plain view on 
the seat, Wessely said. 

Shoppers should watch their 
packages and purses, he advised and 
added many purses are stolen 
because they are left on a counter or 
in a shopping cart while the 
consumer is examining the 
merchandise 

Wessely said people should also 
pay close attention to purses and 
packages when walking home or 
back to their cars. 

Parents should watch children 
closely while shopping because it is 
easy for small children to become 
separated from their parents, he 
said and advised parents not to

leave children alone in the car. 

Wessely said December has the 
highest traffic fatality rate of any 
month. He encouraged drivers to 
pay special attention to their driving 
habits as well as to other vehicles 
and pedestrians 

People decorating homes and 
offices for the holidays should 
balance holiday spirit with energy 
conservation, according to Randy 
Bond, city-area manager tor 
Southern California Edison Co. 

Midget Christmas lights use less 
energy than standard Christmas 
lights, he said. **Twinkle”’ lights use 
even less energy. 

Bond also said tinsel, icicles 
reflecting ornaments and mirrors 


give tips for happy holidays 


increase the amount of sparkle, so 
people can use fewer lights for the 
same effect. 

If the decorated tree is placed 
next to a window, the tree lights can 
double as outside decoration without 
putting up outside lights, he noted. 

When Christmas lights are used, 
regular lights can be turned down or 
off, Bond said and noted 25 standard 
tree lights equal two 100-watt bulbs 
and 200 midget lights equal one 75- 
watt bulb 

He reminded people with 
aluminum trees to use floodlights or 
a revolving color wheel rather than 
strings of lights on the tree. A flood 
light or color wheel also can be used 
with a regular tree to save energy.

ounty will screen 
~ health of first graders 


The physical health of the 
12,000 children entering the 
first grade in San 
Bernardino County will be 
screened under a new 
program recently 
inaugurated by the San 
Bernardino County Board of 
Supervisors: 

The screening by county 
health department doctors 
and nurses is made possible 


under a state grant which 
authorized the purchase of a 
31-foot motorized medical 
van which will help parents 
to detect handicapped 
children who enter the first 
grade each year. 

The official title of the 
new program is the Child 
Health and Disability 
Prevention program 
(CHDP). Under state law 


passed in March, the board 
authorized and funded to 
set up the program. 
According to Chairman 
Dennis Hansberger, ‘‘The 
new van purchased by the 
health department makes 
possible complete clinical 
services in any 
geographical area in the 
county where 2n adequate 
clinic is not available.’’ The 





coach has two doctors’ 
examination rooms, a 
laboratory and an 
immunization room. 

“The purpose of the new 
program is to detect and 
correct disabilities in the 
approximately 10 per cent 
of first graders who enter 
school each year with 
health problems unknown to 
their parents. The mobile 
van will bring clinical 
services to more remote 
areas, a supplement to the 
same program which is 
already provided in each 
health department office 
and in our schools where 
adequate examination 
rooms are available,” he 
said. 

Hansberger further 
explained that the new state 
legislation requires a first 
grader to have a health 
certificate signed by a 
doctor, unless the parents 
object to this and sign a 
waiver. “The new county 
program provides this 
medical service to every 
family, even in remote 
areas where health services 
are not readily available.” 


Besides screening first 
graders, the new CHDP is 
required to offer services to

Now look 
at the top of that column 
and you'll find the month 
and year in which your 
registration will expire. 

The month has been 
divided into 10 expriation 
dates, all with an equal 
number of registrations 
falling due. To find the day 


ot the month is a little more 
complicated — not just to 
add spice to the game, but 
to assure that the 
registrations are spread 
evenly. 

To find the exact date of 
the month, take the last 
number on the plate, (in the 
example, it’s 1), multiply 
by 2 and add 6 (1x2+6 - 8). 
So the next registration 
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date for the example used 
would be Feb. 8, 1977 

Simple? 

If you had trouble, forget 
it: Your registration 
renewal notice will tell you 
exactly when your next 
registration is due. It will 
also tell you the number of 
months the 1976 renewai 
covers and the amount 
currently due.

These are just a few of the odd 
requests that directory assistance 
operators receive. Although the 
change in’ terms’ from 
“intormation’’ to ‘‘directory 
assistance” has helped lessen the 
volume of extraneous calls, there 
continues to be a substantial number 
of requests for information that has 
nothing to do with directory 
assistance 

Answering directory assistance 


calls costs General Telephone and 
its customers a lot of dollars. Last 
year, for example, it cost nearly $14 
million, and the price tag keeps 
going up aS Operating expenses 
increase 

“The primary purpose of 
directory assistance is to provide 
numbers not yet listed in the 
telephone directory, numbers that 
have been changed since the current 
directory was issued, or hard-to- 
find numbers,’ says Jack M. King, 
public affairs administrator for 
General Telephone. 

But the variety of calls still range 
from asking for the time of day, 
weather and zip codes to movie or 
store opening times, cooking 
instructions and even personal 
advice

says King. ‘They don't realize — or 
won't believe — that directory 
assistance personnel have no access 
to this information.” 

“It is interesting to note that the 
majority of General Telephone 
customers use directory assistance 
only occasionally and for legitimate 
reasons,’ King noted. “And we 
estimate that 30 per cent of our 
customers never call directory 
assistance. It is a minority of about 
10 per cent of business and residence 
customers who make the majority 
of calls.” 


“In addition,” King added, ‘'25 
per cent of the calls are for numbers 
that already listed in the directory, 
mostly business numbers such as 
department stores, movie houses 
and utility companies.’ 


The message the telephone 
company is trying to get across is: 
Look up numbers in your own 
directory. If you can’t find what you 
want, then call directory assistance. 
They ll be happy to help you.

Discrimination problem 


Dear Anita, 

I work for a manufacturing firm 
in a neighboring city. I feel that I 
have been discriminated against but 
I can't prove it. How much proof do 
I need? 

C.M., Yuba City 
Dear C.M., 


You do not need any proof at all 
Most women believe that they have 
to produce conclusive evidence 
before they can file a complaint and 
get help from a federal or state 
agency 


The fact is that any woman who 
suspects her employer or labor 
union of discrimination on the basis 
of sex may file a generalized 
complaint. It is then the agency’s 
responsibility to uncover and 
investigate the evidence. 


The practical side of this 
requirement is that most agencies 
are terribly backlogged. They are 
understaffed and underfunded. So, 
they will do a better job for you if 
you provide them with as much 
specific information as possible 
when you file your complaint 


Analyze your situation carefully 
by asking questions such as: Is there 
a man who does the same work for 
more pay? Are all the secretaries 
women and all the managers men? 
How does your contract compare in 
the area of retirement and fringe 
benefits? If you feel you have been 
discriminated against, then, by all 
means, file a complaint promptly.

I believe in equal pay for equal 
work but don't we already have laws 
covering that? Why do we need an 
Equal Rights Amendment to the 
U.S. Constitution when we have the 
Equal Pay Act and Title VII?

Dear W.M., 

The Equal Pay Act of 1963 was the 
first federal legislation prohibiting 
discrimination based on sex. Title 
VII of the Civil Rights Act was 
added in 1964 prohibiting 
discrimination by employers, labor 
unions, and employment agencies 
Executive orders were issued to 
prohibit discriminatory practices by 


federal government contractors and 
by agencies of the government 


But despite the apparent 
thoroughness of these several 
statutes and regulations, the 
inequalities continue in the labor 
market between men and women. 
Nationwide, women still earn only 
97 cents for every dollar earned by 
men. They makeup only 2 per cent of 
those workers earning more than 
$10,000 per year, and the 
unemployment rate for women 
averages 2-4 per cent higher than for 
men. 


The Equal Rights Amendment 
will strengthen laws against sex 
discrimination by providing a 
constitutional guarantee of equal 
opportunity in the job market, in 
education, in social security, and in 
benefits and working conditions.

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Purchase safe toys

Heaps of brightly wrapped toys 
are part of most children’s 
Christmas, and unwrapping the toys 
and starting to play with them is a 
highlight of the holiday fun. In some 
households, however, merriment 
can soon be dimmed if the toys 
which have been chosen turn out to 
be dangerous 

When you do your Christmas 
shopping (or, for that matter, any 
time you are buying toys for 
children), buy protectively. 
Remember that small children 
often do not recognize the potential 
hazard in toys and even school-age 
children should be shopped for with 
safety in mind 

Here are some tips to hlep insure 
a happy Christmas: 

Toys for babies should be too 
large to fit into the mouth, easily 


washable, light in weight and non- 
breakable. 

—Tiny children are often tempted 
not only to swallow toys but to shove 
them into their noses or ears. Keep 
such items as beads and marbles out 
of their hands. The eyes of dolls and 
stuffed animals should be safely 
secured so that they cannot be 
pulled out and swallowed or put into 
the child’s nose or ears. 


—Children of all ages should be 
protected from toys with rough or 
sharp edges or those that may break 
into sharp pieces 


-~Avoid toys or costumes that 
easily catch fire 

—Don't buy toys made of lead or 
colored with lead-based paint. 

— If is safe to give electrical toys 
and equipment to school-age 
children provided they have been 
approved by the Underwriters’ 
Laboratory. Look for their insignia 
(UL) on the cord and on the toy 
itself. 

—Any type of shooting toy — air 
rifles, sling shots, archery sets — 
and. in fact, any sharp pointed toy 


carries with it the danger of 
inflicting eye injury. 

When you plan to purchase toys 
for children keep in mind not only 
their immediate safety but also the 
long-term problems they may 
present 


That perennial Christmas 
favorite, the bicycle, has become in- 
creasingly hazardous as it becomes 
more complex in design. Do not give 
a multiple speed bike to your 
youngster unless you are sure he or 
she has the skill and coordination 
needed to handle it. And don’t give 
any kind of bike to the young ones in 
your household if you live in a 
neighborhood that does not provide 
safe areas for bicycling 


A chemistry set makes a 
marvelous gift to a science-oriented 
child, but give it only if the child is 
mature enough to understand how it 
should be used. Supervise his use of 
it until you are convinced he will 
handle it wisely 


Toys should bring Christmas fun 
into your home, but buy only those 
you know are safe.
